ROUMANIA AND THE BATTLE GROUND. 
Roumania is nominally a Turkish 
province. Itis a fertile country, in- 
habited by Greek Christians, and gov- 
erned by a member of the house which 
has for its head the emperor of Ger- 
many. It consists of Moldavia and 
Wallachia—two provinces so called 
that contain nearly five millions of 
people. The Carpathian mountains 
separate it from Austria, the river 
Pruth from Russia, and the wide 
marshy Danube from the balance of 
Turkey. In short, it lies between the 
belligerents, paying annual tribute to 
Turkey, but in every other respect 
independent of either Turkey or Rus- 
sia. 
The headquarters of the Russian 
army are at Kichenog, near the river 
Pruth and the Roumanian frontier. 
The Turkish army of the Danube is in 
the neighborhood of Shumla in Bul- 
varia. The Danube, all Roumania and 
the river Pruth separate the two an- 
tagonists that have been preparing for 
this very struggle at least a half of a 
century.
